Ford This is that which St. Paul means by his T9 «vTo qporetv 
neſsſwhich he fo frequently and earneſtly preſſes upon thoſe 
he writes to, That they would be like-minded, of the ſame 
lealdmind, of one mind, perfectly join'd together in the ſame mind 
marſand the ſame judgment : and it is obſervable, that where 
| mythe Apoltle gives this Advice, it is generally preparato- 
ry, either to an Exhortation to Peace; as 2 Cor. 13. 11. 
1ety {be of one mind, live in peace; and Rom. 12. 16. be of the 
theinſame mind and if it be poſſible as much as in you lies Iive 
m tqpeaceably with all Men: Or to a Dchortation from Strife 
and Selfiſnneſs; ſo Phil. 2. 2. That ye be like-minded 
o acſof one mind; and then follows, let not bing be done through 


Accti/trife and vain glory; and, look not every one at his own 


things, but every Man alſo at the things of another : And 
e Ul Rom. 1. 10. I beſeech you ſpeak the ſame thing, that there be 
day no diviſion among you. : ; 
And it muſt be acknowledged, that Union, or diffe-

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rence in Judgment and Opinion, has a Tendency to 
promote the Quiet, or occaſion the Diſturbance of any 
Society. But it mult nor be thought, that by this Union 
of Judgment, is meant ſuch a perfect Agreement in 

Opinion, as to exclude all Difference: That is neither 
poſſible in this ĩimperfect State, nor neceſſary : ln Mat- 
ters of ſmall Conſequence, in Things Indifferent, or in 
ſpeculative Subjects, wiſe and good Men may differ 
without prejudice to themſelves, to cach other, or to 
the Publick : But it is in Matters of greater Weight, 
that relate to the Civil or Eccleſiaſtical Polity, wherein 
the Welfare of the Publick is concern d, that this Union 
is to be preſcrved. ä 

Though even in thoſe Matters, a Univerſal Harmo- 
ny in Judgment, among all the Members of any Socte- 
ty, is a thing to be wiſh'd rather than hop'd for. 
And if Men would advance no Novelties, nor raiſe

and mind the ſame things, and agree as far as they can; 
If after having ſincerely ſought and laboured for Stis- 
faction to their Objections, and done all that beconnes 
modeſt and conſcientious Enquiters after Truth, oy 
ſhall ſtill difler in ſome things, if they yet diſſent wit. 
Modeſty and Sobriety, if they kcep their Scruples as 
much as they can to themſelves, and ſuffer not their 
Private Opinions to give diſturbance to the Publick- 
In ſhort, If theſe would not judge the other, nor the o- 
ther deſpiſe theſe, this is, for ought I ſee, as great an 
Union in — and Opinion, as can be expected, 
till that bleſſed Scene ſhall open, of à new Heaven and a 
new Earth, which we look- for according to the promiſe 
of our Lord, wherein will dwell light and knowledge as well 
as righteouſneſs. 

II. The ſecond Thing imply'd in this Unity among Bre- 
thren, is an Union of Affections; whereby they are ten- 
derly inclin'd to each other, and being incorporated in 
one Civil Society, the ſeveral Members of it, have the 
ſame kind regard, care, and concern for, and mutual 
N with one another, as the Members of the 
Natural Body have. | 

They with well to one another, bear one anothers 
Burthens, feel one anothers Hurts, rcjoyce in one 
anothers Good, and diſcharge to each other all 
charitable Offices of Advice, Succour, and Comfort. 

The other Union, that of Judgment and Opinion, 
the Scriptures ſuppoſe, may not alwaysbe even among 
hriſtians, and give Direction for the Behaviour of the - 
differing parties, both the Strong, and the Weak, to- 
wards one another ; but as for chis of Affection, ther. 
is no diſpenſation for the want of it, this muſt be had 
where the other cannot be obtain'd ; and there can be 
no Reaſon afſign'd why it may not. JI | 

If, after we haye us'd ony beſt endeayours for 
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mation, in any material Point, my Brother and I ſhall 
think differently of ir, 1 have no more reaſon to be 
angry with him, than he has to be ſo with me; nor 
either of us any more to quarrel for that difference in 
Opinion, than for the difference that may be in our Fea- 
tur es and Complexions. 


Every rational and good Man will conſider, that the 


gccatelt and molt enlightned Perſon, knows here but in 


pe and ſees but thro* the Glaſs darkly ;, and therefore, 
ow aſſuredly ſoever he may think himſelf in the right 
in auy Diſpute, and thoſe that oppoſe him in the wrong, 
yet he will rather pity, than fall out with them, and 
manage all Controverſies with his Brethren, as Cicero 
did his difference of Opinion with Cato, who ſays, He 
fa diſſented from him, that, though they were divided in Judg- 
rent, they remain 8 united in Love and Friendſhip. 

III. The third Thing imply'd in this Unity among Bre- 
hren, is an Unionof lutereſts; whereby they look up- 
on themſelves as joint Traders, tho not in equal Shares, 
in one Common Stock; or as having their Effects em- 
varqu'd on one and the fame Bottom, upon the Safety 
and Proſperity whereof, the Advantage of every Indivi- 
dual does depend : They know if the Veſſel miſcarry, 
their All is loſt, and therefore whatever ſeparate Inte- 
relts any of them may have, they wil] not ſuffer them 
to come in competition With thoſe of the Community; 
but when both cannot be provided for, thoſe ſhall al- 
ways be poit-pon'd to theſe; and when the Safety of the 
Publick ſhall require them, their Hands and Purſes are 
cheariully empluy'd, and their Eſtates and Lives well 
and wiſely hazaraed in its Service. 

IV. The laſt Thing imply'd in this Unity among Bre- 
ren, is an Union of Endeavours to promote and carry 
on the Publick Good: None of them excuſe them- 
ſelves from their ſhare of the Work, but each affords 
his helping Hand towards it; ſome move in higher 
Spheres, and ſome in lower, but every one is uſeful in 
„is proper place. e 

| All 
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All have not the ſame Capacities and Abilities, nor 
he ſa me Offices and Stations; and each muſt take care, 
hat he does not by raſh Attempts, or any Excentrical 

otions, diſturb the Buſineſs, and endanger the Safe- 
y of the Society, inſtead of promoting its Service: 
The Organs and Members of the Body Natural have 
articular Uſes allotted them by Providence; and if 
my invade thoſe of the other Members. they ate hurt- 
ul rather than ſerviccable; the Eye cannot judge of 
Sounds, nor the Ear of Colours, a Man would walk 
put untowardly upon his Hands, and the Offices of the 

ands would be as awkardly perform'd by the Feet. It 
s.ſo in the Politick : If Mens indiſcreet Zeal ſhall carry 
hem to meddle our of their proper Buſineſs, tocngage 
in Undertakings, which they are neither quality'd for 
by Nature, nor call'd to by Providence, ſuch diſorder- 
Iv Proceedings muſt break the Unity, and interrupt 
that beautitul Harmony, in which the Endeavours of 
the ſeveral Members ſhould conſpire tor the Good of 
the whole; which can never be preſerv'd, but by their 
keeping within their reſpective Stations, and acting 
there with Induſtry, Honeſty and Prudence; and when 
they do fo, they are all ſerviceable to the Public; and 
there are none of them ſo mean and inferior, or to uſe 
the Apoltle's Words, ſo feeble, uncomely, or leſs honoura- 
ble, that the reſt can ſay, they have no need of them; but 
the loweſt Mechanick, the meaneſt Artificer or Dav- 
Labourer, that are occupy'd in the homelieſt and poor- 
eſt honeſt Employments, and diligent in them, do con- 
tribute to the Common Welfare. 

And it is by this orderly working of the Members, 
when they do not go out of their Lines, or interfere 
with others, but confining themſelves to their reſpective 
Limits, they attentively mind their own Buſineſs, and 
faithfully diſcharge the Duties of their proper Places, 
that the Service and Intereſt of the whole Body is moſt 
ſucceſsfully carry'd on.

and Opinion, or in mutual Forbearance where they differ; when they are 


| joyn'd in Heart and Affection; when they have one Common Intereſt, pre 


ferable to all private Reſpects; and when All, in their ſeveral Capacitie 
and Callings, contribute their joint Endeavours to promote the Advantage 
of the Community, this mult have a natural tendency to procure the Pro 
ſperity of ſuch a People. 

Riches and Plenty at home, and Safety from Enemies abroad, mult be 
the happy Conſequeaces af it. 

Here is Encouragement for Diligence and Application to Bulineſs in Mens 
particular Callings, here are none of thoſe Avocations from them, or Inter- 
ruptions to them, which are the certain Effects of Factions and Diviſions 
in 2 Nation, 

Where there are Partics, they beſtow ſo much of their Time and Labour 
in projecting and cxecuting Methods for the Advancement of their reſpective 
Diviſions, that there is little left for more honeſt and uſcful Employments : 


They are upon ſuch a conſtant watch and guard againſt the oppoſite Party, 


that if any do undertake things that might turn to better account, they are 
forc'd to work, as Nehemiah's Men did in building the Walls of Feruſalem, 
with a Trowel in one hand, and aSword in the other ; and no wonder then 
I the Buſineſs goes but flowly on. 
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But where this Uzity among Brethren takes place, there need none of Jof one 


theſe Politick Schemes and Contrivances ; every one's Buſineſs is plainly 
chalk'd out in the Station wherein he is plac'd, and none need to diſturb 
themſelves with anxious Fears, and cautivus Watches: There axe none to 
guard againit, where each wiſhes as well ro another as to himſelf: Every 
one may purſue his Work with chear fulneſs, being afſur?d of all reaſonable 
Afliſtance in it from his Brethren, who have the ſame great End in view, 
that he has, the Common Good, and will rcjoice in every thing that tends 
to promote it, by whomſoever it isperform'd, 

In ſuch a State, Ingenuity, and Induſtry, and uſeful Inventions for the 
Improvement of the Natural Productions, or proper Manutacturcs of a 
Country, and for the Advancement of Trade and Commerce, will flou- 
riſh ; 2nd conſequently, which are the natural returns of theſe, Wealth, 
and ſuch an abundance of all things neceſlary and gcad, as may make 
ſuch a People the Wonder and Envy of their Neighbours, 

But this very Unity, which makes them the Objects of their Neigh- 
bours Envy, ſecures em from all ill, or dangerous Etfects of it: In ſuch 
an united compacted Kingdom, there is no room for the artful Manage- 
ment of a Politick Enemy; Here are no Parties to be Encourag?d and 
Oppreſs d by turns, and daſh'd againſt one another to the weakning of 
the whole; Gifts and Penſions to corrupt Miniſters, and bribe Officers to 
betray their Truſts are offer'd in vain, where ſuch a Publick Spirit prevails, 
as deſpiſes all private Gain and Advantage, in compariſon of the Honour 


and Proſperity of the Community. And as little Encouragemear has an 


Cuemy to try his open Force, as his ſecret Policy, againſt a Body fo Rich 
and Flouriſtung, inſpir d with ſuch Generous and Noble Principles, 'engag d 
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| . 
y ſo Glorious a Cauſe as the Good of their Country, and ſo cloſely and 
rmly united in the Defence of it: Surely there is no Enchantment against 
uch a People, when they conch, when they lie down as a Lion, and as a 
rreat Lion, who ſhall ſtir them up! | | 
And as Proſperity is a genuine Effect of ſuch Unity among Brethren, ſo 
s Joy and Pleaſure too; and if any one doubts of this, he muſt queſtion, 


hether Jealouſies and Fears, Malice and Hatred, Envy and Ill nature, 


wſt befontinual Jarrs and Broils, which will be ſome of the Torments of Hell it

good Will, the Employments of the Bleſſed above, and ſome Ingredients 
of their Happineſs, afford the truer Joy and Pleaſure. 

And no wonder that the practice of this Duty, does bring ſuch a 
eaven upon Earth, ſince it entitles thoſe that practice it to the Bleſſing of 
od, which is the Crown and Perfection of the Happineſs of ſuch a People. 

We are made by Nature ſociable Creatures, form'd for Society ; and 

hertcfore mutt be under Obligations from Nature, to do every thing that 
ay promote the ends of Socicty ; which nothing can ſo effectually do, as 
that Unity of which I have been ſpeaking. | 

This is a Duty enjoin d by the Prophets in the Old Teſtament, and by 


r thenſour Lord and his Apoſtles in the New ; nay, God does not only command 


Brethren to be united, but he makes them to be ſo, for he :nakes Men tobe 


one of ſof one Mind in a Houſe: And fo far as we are endeavouring to promote 
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Peace and Unity, we reſemble God, as Children de a Parent; fo lays 
Chriſt of the Peace-makers, they tall be called the Children of God: 
And while Men are doing what God has commanded by the natural and 
revealed Law, nay, doing what he does, and ſo are followers, Imitators, 
ef him as dear Children, they may ſafely conclude themſelves entitled to 
their Heavenly Father's Bleſſing, for there the Lord commanded the Bleſ- 
mg, even Life for evermore. 

And now, may l not apply my ſelf to you, in the Words of our Bleſſed 
Saviour, and ay, This day is this Scripture fulſil'd in your Ears? 

Did David compoſe this Pſalm, as ſeems very probable, on occaſion of 
the Tribes of 1/-ze! coming up to Hebron, and anointing him King over I, 
rael, as the Men of Fudah had anointed him King over Judah, ſeven 
Years and a half before ? 

And do not we this Day ſee two Great Kingdoms Incorporated in one, 
under one Sovereign, and one Legiſlature ; to continue ſo, as we hope and 
truſt, not as Judah and Iſrael did, only for the then preſent Reign, and 
that immediately following, and were again divided in thc third, but tor 
all ſuececding Gencrations. 
How good ani pleaſaut this Union is, will appear from the Miſcrics 
which both did ſuffer, when they were independent Kingdoms, under dif- 
ferent Sovercigatics ; and muſt have felt again, ſhould they have been 
again divided | 
© The continual Diſſentions and Fends between them, particularly in the 
Reigns of three of our Eawaras, and which were not quite ſippreſs d in 
icly than 300 Years ; the frequent incurſiong they made into cach others

Country, ravaging, burning and deſtroying whatever came in their way ; 
chat Deluge of Boyd of Nobles and others of both Nations, that was ſhed 
in many Skirmiſhes and Battles; beſides thoſe dreadful ones at Bannocks- 
Bourn, Haly-down-Hill, and Flodden- Fields, ungrateful Names! which 
our Chronicles are full of, may give us a diſinal, but juſt View,of what muſt 
again have been the confequences of two independent Sovereignties in the 
ſame I{land ; eſpecially when the ancient Enemies of one, and Allies of the 
other. would not have fail'd to have improv'd the advantageous Opportu- 
nity ot carrying on their own ambicious Deligns to the Ruin of both. 

Tac lcait Miſchief of ſuch a Separation (and ſure that is great enough) 
muſt have been the keeping up of Standing, Armies, to Man the Gariſons, 
and Guard the Frontiers on both ſides: But in all probability, the whole 
[land muſt have become a Seat of War, a Scene of Contufion, Blood 
and Detolation: How good then is this Union? 

For now Ephraim ſha! no longer envy Fudah, nor Judah vex Ephraim? 
the ir old Contentions and Animoſities ſhall ceaſe, ard being entirely united, 
they ſpa! fly upon the ſraulders of the Philiſtines; they ſhall quickly ſub- 
due their Common Ennemies, and, like triumphant Conquerors, tread 
upon their Necks, 

What great Things, requiſite for the Safety and Honour of the united 
Body, may not be expected from the Conjunction of two. ſuch People, of 
whom it may, without Vanity, be faid, That none under Heaven have 
better Heads to dclign, Hearts to undertake, or Hands to execute the 
Nobleſt and Boldeit Entrepriſcs ? 

And if Riches, next to Hands, be the Strength of a Kingdom, what may 
we not hope for from the Inereaſe of our Seamen, the Improvement of 
our Shipping, and conſequently the Advancement of our Trade, the hap- 
py effects of chis Union? 

How 2oodly are thy Tents, O Facob, thy Tabernacles, O Iſrael ? What 
a delightſul Proſpect is open d to all Europe, by fuch an Acceſſion of 
Strength to a Nation, that does not abuſe her Power to the diſturbing and 
oenſlaving her Neighbours ; but genetouſly imploys it to Curb the Ambi- 
tion of the mighty Niareds, thoſe Plagues of Mankind, to aſſiſt injur'd 
Princes, and relieve oppreſs'd Subjects, and to keep the Balance of Power 
even, that every one may ſit quietly under his own vine, and under his 
os fig-eyee ? 

And, that I may once more reſume the Pfalmif's Metaphor, if the 
grateful Odour of this precious Oyatment diffuſes it {elf ſo far, that Stran- 
geis àre refreſh'd with it, nonc at home will have ind;znation at it; If 
any one ot either Nation ſhall repeat the Objection, To what purpoſe is 
this wa/le ? There mult be abundance of Charity to believe, that he cares 
any more for the Pablick, than he that firſt made it, dia for the Poor, or 
that he has not, with him, receiv'd the reward of iniquity, 

Such Peace within hey Wall, and Plentrouſneſs within her Palaces, muſt 
be extremely pleaſant to al! that wiſh well ro our Fernſalem : And where 
there is fuch 2 Profpett of that Jovriſhing State, which the Pſalmiſt de- 


ſcribes in P{al. 144. That our Garrzve may be full, afforaing all manner]; 
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pf flove, that there be no 104 13) going out; or, according to the 
other Tranſlation, no leading into captivity, and no complaining in our 
Preets, either for want of Plenty at Home, or for danger of Enemies in- 
vading from abroad, they will cry out with him, Happy are the People 
that are in ſuch a Caſe; eſpecially, ſince with all theſe invaluable Bleſſings, 
this Union brings that yet greater, of ſecuring the Profeſſion of God's 
Truth and Holy Religion among us, by the firmer Eſtabliſhment of the 
Proteſlant Succeſſion in the whole Iſland ; they will, with tranſports of Joy, 
add, Yea, bleſſed are the People, who have the Lord for their God! 

And have we not reaſonable Grounds to hope, that the Lord will conti- 
nue to be our God? that he wili ſtabliſh the thing whick he hath wroughe 
for us? | 

Union among Brethren, being, as I have obſcty'd, that which God 
commands, is the Author of, and delights in : And ours being made, not 
out of ambitions wicked Deſigns, that we may hurt others, but for the
